Statement Lists-Places Entered and 
Loot Taken— Market For 
Stolen 
Goods at Hamilton. 0.

Arlington and other places in Rush 
county were uncovered today in 
ii 
eonfession given F. 
( ’. Huntington, 
an operative of the Indiana State 
Bureau of 
criminal 
identification 
and investigation, when Karl M cD an ­ 
iel, age 28, pleaded guilty and was 


sentenced in the circuit court 
this 
morning. 
McDaniel was arrested Inst week 
at W ilkinson at the Taylor 
home, 
and when Chase Taylor was fa tally 
shot by Sheriff Coons, in resisting 
arrest. He had been in ja il since that 
time, and prepared a statement for 
the officers which disclosed a con­ 
fession involving many thefts. 
Included in the thefts 
was the 
Ford Sedan belonging to Judge W ill 
M. Sparks of this city, which was 
taken October»9 from the garage at 
the rear of his home, driven to 
a 
gravel pit north of here and com­ 
pletely stripped. McDaniel admitted 
this, and stated that his companion 
was/ Chase Taylor, now deceased. 
This morning 
McDaniel 
pleaded 
guilty to a second degree burglnrv 
charge, and was given a term 
of 
not less than one, nor more 
than 
ten years, and disfranchised for ten 
years. 
Sheriff Coons prepared 
to 
take him to the prison this 
after­ 
noon to begin serving the sentence. 


McDaniel, according 
to 
Sheriff 
Coons, told him several other tilings 
which did not appear on the written 
eonfession obtained by the detective. 
One of those was probably the last 
“ job 
that Bill T ay lor 
did before 
meeting his death. 


This “ jo b ,’’ McDaniel stated, was 
the robbery 
of the 
Graham 
high 
school hero a couple of weeks ago. 
Taylor entered the building by him­ 
self, 
according 
to 
the 
statement, 
took the adding machine, a typewri­ 
ter and a lantern slide machine. 


When lie returned to the W ilkin­ 
son home, he told McDaniel, accord­ 
ing to the statement, that if 
“ lie 
had had any help, and a bigger car, 
that he could hare taken 20 or more 
typewriters at the school.” 


McDaniel stated that they had a 
market 
in Hamilton, O., for 
the 
sale of their stolen g o o d s . M u c h of 
tin* stolen goods have been recover­ 
ed and returned to their 
owners, 
but 
Sheriff Coons has 
two Royal 
Cord tires which belong to someone, 
and from the vast amount of s t u f f 
taken McDaniel could not tell where 
they were obtained. 


The loot stolen included 
articles 
o f many kinds taken from 
several 
places in Arlington and 
Rushville. 
The eonfession included the robbery 
of the Ellm an garage in South Main 
street when several tires were stolen.

Another hearing was held today 
in the circuit court in the Indiana­ 
polis and Cincinnati traction com­ 
pany foreclosure of a mortgage suit 
which has boon pending for several 
months, and more than a dozen a t­ 
torneys interested in the action were 
here fo r the session this morning. 
Reports and rulings

findings were reviewed, 
and each 
item in the findings was gone over 
by Judge Sparks and the attorneys. 
The affairs of the traction line are 
rounding into shape for final dispo­ 
sition. The legal phases are of such 
a complicated nature that much time

of offering the properties for sale. 


The statement made 
by McDaniel 
and turned over by Mr. Huntington, 
is as follows: 
“ Silver Flash Oil Station, Rush­ 
ville, Ind., broke in and stole 50 gal­ 
lons of oil sometime last 
spring; 
stole some auto Gres east of 
the 
fa ir grounds near Rushville 
early 
last w inter; stole a Chrysler 
auto, 
closed car, drove it to the edge 
of 
Rushville and striped it of all 
the 
tires; stole some fires off a. car 
in 
a private garage, size of tires 30x 
3j, near the North Christian church 
near Arlington, Tnd., sometime early 
last spring; stole 2 spare tires off 
the rear of a Buiek closed ca r 
in 
Rushville sometime last spring; stole 
2 high -pressure tires off a Buiek se­ 
dan in 
Rushville 
sometime 
last 
spring: stole 2 tires off the rear of 
a Hudson ca r from a private garage 
on the north ride of Rushville. some­ 
time last spring; stole a ^f»arc tire 
off an Oldsmobile car in a garage 
in north 
Rushville 
sometime 
last 
Ju ly ; broke into a repair garage in 
Rushville in August, 1927, and stole 
6 or 7 small auto tires, -1 or 5 bi­ 
cycle tires, some tire patching, 
2 
fishing poles and a rifle; stole Judge 
Wm. Spark’s ca r Sunday, October 9, 
drove it to the gravel pit and strip­ 
ped it: stole the tires off a car be- 
longing to Air. TIutdliinson, owner of 
an 
elevator 
near 
Arlington, 
Ind., 
M ay, 1927. These tires are now 
on 
Chase Taylor's Ford touring 
ear; 
broke into elevator warehouse 
at 
Arlington, Ind., Ju ly, 1927, and stole 
13 fifty pound sacks of flour and a 
type writer: broke into the Standard 
Oil station at 
Rushville last 
Ju ly 
and stole 100 gallons of oil 
and 
some gas.” 


McDaniel said that Taylor 
told 
him that Judge Spark’s ear had been 
stolen and stripped 2 or 3 times be­ 
fore. 


Mr. Huntington, who is 
employed 
by the state in a new bureau creat­ 
ed by the last legislature, has work­ 
ed here before, and was employed 
by the c i t y of Rushville at the time 
Luther Sharp, city «councilman, was 
murdered. It was through his efforts 
that a conviction was obtained. 


The charge upon which McDaniel 
was sentenced this morning5 was for 
breaking into the Silver Flash ware­ 
house a few weeks ago, when a con­ 
siderable amount of oil was stolen.

Indianapolis, Oct. 1 9 — (U.R)— Police 
for the first time today 
positively j 
linked W illard Ewing, 42, bigamist j 
and fugitive from the Indiana State : 
penal farm with the hand-axe which 
crushed the skulls of Mrs. 
Zenith 
Burress Ewing, and her step-father, 
David Boyles. 
Finding of an automobile in 
the 
hills of Lawrence Founty, ten miles 
south ot Bedford, Ind., identified as 
one stolen by Ew ing from 
Daniel 
Jones, fanner, living near Plainfield, 
Ind., closed the chain of evidence 
about the suspected slayer. 
It was Jones’s axe, stolen 
from 
his garage when the car was taken 
Saturday evening, that was 
found, 
blood-covered, a short distance from 
the mutilated bodies on a road near 
Indianapolis last Monday morning. 
Jones told police today that 
ho 
had given Ew ing employment on his 
farm several weeks ago, and that the 
suspected slayer stole the ear and 
axe from the farm when he departed 
last Saturday. 
Authorities today are concerned 
over the fact that the ear was found 
only about 25 miles 
distant 
from- 
Loogootee, Ind., where victims 
of 
the slaying were to be buried 
this 
morning. Some fear was felt 
that 
Ew ing might attempt to take 
the 
life of Airs. Boyles, whose 
home 
here, has been under the vigilance of 
neighbors. 
Ten dollars 
is the 
sum 
total 
award offered fo r the capture of the 
man accused of the brutal murder. 
That is the price set on the head 
of Ew ing as an eesaped 
prisoner 
from the Indiana State penal farm. 
Prosecutor George F. Dickman of 
Hancock county, said that although 
the slaying was committed in H a n ­ 
cock county, the pubilc did not re­ 
gard the figures in it as local to the 
county, and that there was no public 
demand for appropriation of 
any 
award by the county council. “ Pu b ­ 
lic opinion doesn’t w arrant it,” he 
said. 
No movement was afoot here 
to 
remedy the deficiency. 
Descriptions of Ew ing have been 
broadcast throughout the country in 
a desperate effort to bring about his 
apprehension, police announced to­ 
day. 
Although authorities as fa r west 
Portland, Ore., have been notified 
to be on the lookout for, Ewing, po­ 
lice cling to the belief the man 
is 
hiding somewhere near Indianapolis.

Bureau 
today endorsed the statements 
of 


S Luke Duffy, former state 
senator, 
and donor of a $13,000 farm 
to 
President Coolidge, that Indiana ag­ 
riculture is in a bad way. 
L. L. Needier, of the bureau, and 
j W illiam Stahl, editor ot the Hoosier 
Farm 
magazine, today 
estimated 
that the owner of a farm approxi­ 
mately the size of that donated 
to 
the president yesterday, could, un­ 
der average conditions, clear $800 
yearly “ but, when you consider that 
such a man working 
as a common 
laborer in a factory would earn 
at 
least $1600 a year, the final figures 
show that instead of clearing $800 
a year, he is 
really 
losing 
that 
amount on his investment,” declared 
Needier. 
Stahl declared that if the period 
from 1909 to 1914 were taken as 
a 
normal, the farm er has 
never been 
able since 1921 to sell his crops at 
par value, although he has been fo r­ 
ced to pay as much as 100 per cent 
over the 1914 prices in buying ma­ 
chinery. clothing and other necessi­ 
ties. 
Stahl declared that Duffy’s esti­ 
mate of $80 an acre as the value of 
the Pulaski county farm in question 
was “ conservative,'’ “ although,” he 
added, “ it is hard to sell farm land 
at any price these days.” 


On the other hand, president Coo- 
lidge’s new farm, deeded to him by 
former state senator Duffy as a first 


hand lesson in mid-western farm ers’ 
problems, might become a boomerang 
if the president ■were in a position 
to direct intensive 
tilling 
of the 
176-aere tract. 


Hopless as Duffy and many other 
Indiana land owners find the farm 
situation, Air. Coolidge, whose 
an­ 
cestors have forced a 
living 
for 
generations from Rocky 
Vermont 
soil, could apply New England me­ 


thods of intensive cultivation to the 
tract, and some farm observers be­ 
lieved today such cultivation 
would 
make it pay. 
The farm is 176 acres, in north­ 
ern Pulaski county less than 
100 
miles from Chicago. It is “ fine, 
for 


truck gardening, onions, buck wheat 
and all other crops which 
eau 
be 
grown in In d ian a,” Duffy said. 
“ I tried to sell it, tried to trade

government won its first legal ^kir- 
mish in the Fall-Sinclair 
oil con­ 
spiracy trial today when, over de­ 
fense objection, it 
obtained admis­ 
sion of F a ll’s famous letter of Ju ly 
1921 to E . L. Doheny, California oil 
magnate, asserting that 
lie (F a ll) 
then was in complete charge of the 
government oil reserves. 


The victory came just before lun­ 
cheon 
recess after 
a morning 
in 
which 
Afartin 
Littleton, 
defense 
chief, had told the ju ry former S e c ­ 
retary of Interior Fall and H a rry F. 
Sinclair, oil magnate, 
would prove 
they were acting in the interest 
of 


national defense in signing the T ea­ 
pot Dome oil lease. 
Littleton had declared 
he would 
show F a ll reeeived no bonds from 
Sinclair after granting the lease. 
Insertion of the Fall letter 
was 
considered an initial blow to the de­ 
fense, since it had indicated it hop­ 
ed to prove that others than 
Fall 
were responsible for the naval oil 
policy which finally resulted in turn­ 
ing Teapot Dome over 
to Sinclair 
with 
an 
understanding 
that 
he 
should furnish fuel oil to the navy 
in return. 
Justice Butler of the U. S. 
su-- 
prome court, in one of his decisions 
annnalling the Teapot 
Dome 
and 
Elk Hills lenses, characterized 
the 
letter as written 
in “ an 
exultant 
mood. ” 
Littleton, in an advance summa­ 
tion of the case for the two noted 
defendants, alleged the followings: 


1— Credited Adm iral J. 1\. 
Robi­ 
son, naval oil chief, as originator of 


the oil leasing 
plan 
under 
which 
Teapot Dome and Klk 
H ills 
were 
leased. 


2— Said 
secretary of the 
N avy 
Denbv knew of every step in 
the 
'lease negotiations. 
3— Said Sinclair never owned 
a 
share of stock 
in the 
Continental 
Trading company, the alleged source 
ot $239,500 of Liberty bonds found 
in F a ll’s possession following 
the 
execution of the Teapot lease. 
4— Said that Sinclair’s 
$250,000 
payment to F a ll in 1923 was made 
in Liberty bonds 
“ because 
bonds 
were easier to send than a check.” 
This payment was 
in connection 
with F a ll’s trip to Russia as counsel 
for Sinclair, it was arrested.” 
->— Termed 
the 
government’s 
charge that Sinclair gave the bonds 
to Fall, “ a fugitive 
and 
phantom 
thing. ” 


Littleton concluded after a speech 
of two hours and 45 minutes, 
and 
a recess was taken preparatory 
to 
opening of the government’s 
t e s t i ­ 
mony. 


Through 
Littleton’s 
summation 
ran the clear indication that 
Fall 


j and Sim alir intend, partly at least, 
to claim patriotic motives as actuat­ 
ing the deal whereby Teapot 
Dome 
passed from the government’s hands 
to Sin clair’s Afammoth Oil company. 


Littleton indicated clearly the de­ 
fense intends to pass from F a ll 
to 


Adm iral Robinson 
and 
the 
then 
Secretary of the N avy Denby much 
of the responsibility for the 
deal. 
It was a transaction, he said, 
in 
furtherance of the 
n avy’s 
defense 
plans. He painted Fall and Sinclair 
as aiding these plans by opening 
a 
w ay— with N avy acquiescence— to 
furnish some fuel oil for battlecraft 
in exchange for the crude oil of T ea­ 
pot Dome. The deal, lie said, 
had 
not been of profit to Sinclair. 


W ith the city 
water 
and 
light, 
plant operating at a peak load, and 
with no reserve, action was 
taken 
Tuesday night at the regular session 
of the city council to 
add another 
complete unit, and bids will be re­ 
ceived on the boiler outfit November 
15. 
Attention to the conditions exist­ 
ing at the plant 
was 
called 
some 


time ago by A. T. Alabin, superin­ 
tendent of the plant, but the serious­ 
ness of the situation was not fully 
understood until a boiler expert. Air. 
Aluse of Cincinnati, O., made 
his 
report Tuesday night. 


Superintendent Alabin stated that 
unless the council would take action 
soon to remedy the condition, that 
he would ask to lie released 
from 
the responsibility 
of keeping 
the 
plant in operation. 
The tests made at the boilers, a c ­ 
cording* to a detailed report submit­ 
ted by Air. 
Alabin 
and 
the 
boiler 
engineer, showed that the 
present 
boilers are now being 
pushed 
and 
forced to the limit in order to de­ 
liver the amount of steam necessary 
to run the engines that generate the 
electricity. 


In ease one boiler should suddenh 
go out, the burden 
would 
be in­ 
creased for the others, ami if t w o 
boilers 
should 
happen 
to 
break 
down, 
the operation of the 
plant 
would be curtailed. W ith the plant 
out of operation, the cifv would be 
without fire protection, and indus­ 
tries 
would 
be compelled to clo se 
down, on account of tin* shortage 
of electricity. 


The councilmen gave 
the matter 


much consideration and decided 
to 
add a 500 h orse power 
boiler 
and 
complete unit, and with bids being 
received November 15, the i n s t a l l a ­ 
tion and operation of the new unit 
will not he done until next spring, 
because of the big task involved 
in 
such work. 
No 
estimate 
of 
the 
cost was made, hut it will be ap ­ 
proximately $25,000, it w as stated. 
The plant will not be required to 
issue bonds for 
the 
improvement, 
nor will the cost of the work 
bo 
raised by taxation, as the plant 
is 
self sustaining, and the ’»ills at the 
plant are paid for by the consumers, 
and not l;v direct taxation. 
Alost of the evening session was 
taken up with the matter involving 
the water and light plant, and the 
other business to come before 
the 
council included the approval of two 
prim ary assessment rolls for recent 
public improvements. 


One prim ary roll was for the con­ 
struction of the widening of North 
Alain 
street, 
which 
was 
recently 
completed and the costs have been 
fixed against each piece of property 
so improved. The total cost for the

Included in the thefts 
was the

taikcn Octolienfl from the garage at 
the rear of his home, driven to a 
gravel pit north of here and com- 
pletely stripped. McDaniel admitted 
this, and stated that his companion 
waw Chase Taylor, now deceased. 


This morning McDanicl pleaded 


guilty to a second degree *w«1nryii 
c.hniige, and was given a term of 
not less than one, nor more than 
ten years, and disfranchised for ten 
years. Sheriff Coons prepared 
to 
I 


take him to the prison this 
after- 


noon to begin serving the sentence. 


McDaniel, according 
to 
Sheriff 


Coons, told him several other things 
which did not appear on the written 
confession obtained by the detective. 
One of these -was probably the last 
"job" thai Bill Taylor did before 
meeting his death. 


This "job," McDaniel stated, was 


the robbery 
of the Graham high 


school here a couple of weeks ago. 
Taylor entered the building 'by him- 
self, according to the statement, 
took the adding machine, a typewri- 
ter and a lantern slide machine. 


When he returned to the Wilkin- 


son home, he told McDaniel, accord- 
ing to the statement, that if '"he 
had had any help, and a ibigger car, 
that he could have taken 20 or more 
typewriters at the school." 


McDaniel stated that they had a 


market in Hamilton, O., for 
the 


sale of their stolen goods. Much of 
the stolen poods have been recover- 
ed and returned 1o their owners, 
but Sheriff Coons has 
two Royal 


Cord tires which belong to someone. 
and from the vast amount of stuff 
taken McDaniel could not tell where 
they were obtained. 


The loot stolen included
